August last and make a careful exami- 
nation. Arrived at Reno, the wildest 
stories wre told of the insect plague, 
ind various conflicting theories were 


tudvanced as to the laws governing its 


present appearance and its future des- 
tiny. Citizens kindly aided in getting 
about the country and in prosecuting 
research. 

We drove over the famous alfalfa 
fields of Truckee Meadows, at once the 
principal agricultural wealth of Nevada 
and the prophecy of its future, to find 


many of the wide-stretching fields shorn 


of every green leaf, not by the usual 
noisy mowing machine, but by millions 
of imported, silent, devouring insects. 
[he extent of the destraction can be 
appreciated when we consider that the 
annual yield of alfalfa for this one val- 
ley is 20,000 to 23,000 tons. This year, 
though a fine one, owing to abundant 
snow last Winter, the crop will not ex- 
ceed 15,000 tons. At $7 per tun for 
standing crops, the loss exceeds $50,- 
000. In Sierra Valley last year the loss 
was $150,000, and for the three years of 
che scourge it was over $272,000. The 
present year’s loss is not yet estimated, 
but it will be much less than formerly, 
owing to the marked diminution of lo- 
eusts in the north end of the valley— 
the part first attacked—and, happily, 
where the insect first disappears. 

Tidings from reliable persons show 
thet the locusts are abundant on the 
bottom lands of Pitt river, and are bus- 
ily depositing eggs there again. In cer- 
tain localities reported all along the re- 
mon mentioned, egg-depositing is going 
on at a rate that is sufficient to menace 
with heavy loss the whole Pacific coast, 
provided it is found that the present 
scourge is composed of species of lo- 
custs that are migratory in their. habits 
—and such is the painfal fact. 

This is no idle statement, criminally 
uttered to create alarm, but sadly true, 
us the specimens collected clearly prove. 

Upon careful examination with pow- 
erful microscopes, aud critical com- 
parison with authenticated specimens 
from the interior, the scourge this vear 
is not alone caused by the @lipoda 
atrox, or Atrocious Locust, a com- 
paratively innocent species, but he is 
now reinforced by at least two species 
of the wotorious and terrible migratory 
locusts of the interior, but, happily, 
found toe short-winged for extended 
flight. 

These species belong to one family 
and are the Red-legged Locusts’’ 
(Caloptenus femursubrum), so called 
from the usual color of its hind shanks, 
and the Lesser Locust’ (Caloptenus 
atlantis),so named from its small size— 
about three fourths of an inch long. 
These two species, with the ‘‘Huted 
Locust (Caloptenus spretus), called

CALOPTENUS (CLEARWINGS). 
The members of this large genus may

| There are 29 species in the United States 
but three of which are found on the

(C. spretus). the Red-leg (C. femur- 
rubrum), and the Lesser (C. At- 
lanis). 

All of these are migratory, terribly 
destructive, and are known to have 
caused the great damage to the interior 
and are suspected of; siding in the 
great invasion of 1838 and 1855, on the 
Pacific Coast. 

The Hated Locust is usually 1% to 
1½ inches long, ofa reddish bruwn 
color, with darker s on body and 
wings. The long wings, on which it 
depends for its long flights of some- 
times a thousand miles, extend a qnar- 
ter of aninch beyond the body. The 
tip of the male abdomen is distinctly 
noticed. 


Red-Legged Locust-(Caloptenus femur- 
rubrum.) 


The ‘‘Red-leg’’ is shorter, while of 


the same thickness,generally of a darker 
hue, while the apex of the male abdo- 
men is truncate, as if cut squarely off.

The Lesser is much smaller than 
the others, of brighter, contrasting gray 
and olive colors, and with a white line 
passirg diagonally from the base of the 
wing down to the hind thigh, 


C2DIPODA (BIG-LEGS). 


This is a smaller genus usually 
non-migratory and a harmless locust. 
But one species has, for some mysteri- 
ous reason, become migratory in Culi- 
fornia to the extent of a few miles an- 
nually, and is then very destructive. 
This genus is without the curious spine 
under the neck, having a round Adam’s 
apple instead, and the le abdomen is 
not enlarged, but tapérg.to a point. 
The principal species of the genus—the 
one with which we are comvermed, is 
called the ‘‘Atrocious locus.

_ MOTHER NATURB’S CHECES. 

One ot the grandest laws of Nature iz 
that every animal, every plant, in time 
meets a check. Even the slowest breed- 
ing animal would soon overran the 
country, were the counteracting infla- 
ences by any means removed, while the 


no remedy. The ancient Egyptian 

| plagues and the present Asiatic locusts, 
as ulso the destructive species of Sonth 
America and Mexico, belong to the 
same great class of spine bearers. 

As stated, the Atrocious locust, wuich 

is usually few in numbers and non-mi- 
gratory. has for three years past devas- 
tated Sierra Valley, and lust year sent 
colonies out to the sonth and west into 
Truckee Meadows and the valleys of 
Tahoe lake, Donner, and the high val- 
‘Jeys about the railroud pass, and this 
year they are swarming more or less 
over the whole reg.on. 

What has often been noticed at the 
| East is seen here too—all the locusts of 
| the region go on the war-path together, 
at least as far as the short wiugs of 
‘some of them will allow. It seems 
some favoring conditions 3 of nature 
cause the rapid increuse, aud migrating 
atid destructive eating are matters of 
necessity with them. So, here in all 
the afflicted region, locusts at some time 
of the yeur are found in vast numbers, 
and each devonrs his favorite food. 

First, the Atrocious“ locust appears 
early in July and attacks grain and 
gruss on the high aud dry localities, 
though he can, if pinched, relish rank 
growths of swamp grass and tule. Later 
comes the bright little ‘‘Lesser’’ locust 
attacking the’ heavier plants along the 
water courses and the garden vegetables. 
The ‘*Rad-leg’’ brigand lastly pounces 
upon the shrubs and fruit trees, first 
devouring the leaves, then the fruit and 
twigs. 

At Reno this season another large 
green iocust, over two inches long. is 
tound following the bad example of the 
Culoptenus family (to which his long 
neck-spine allies him), in defoliating 
the fruit, shrubs and trees, being espec- 
inlly fond of roses and poplars, Also 
the ‘‘Coral-wing’’ grasshopper is seen 
trooping along with the gourm snds, and 
the large, gray, long-winged, but harm- 
less *‘Clapper’’ locust follows lazily 
after. Still another, the large green- 
striped locust is too short-winged for 
flight at all, and wisely keeps to his 
eating of the umbellifer plants along 
the ditches, actually doing man a ser- 
vice by eating off the poison wild pars- 
nip, so fatal to cattle. 

FIGHTING TUR SCOURGE. 


Man is almost at the mercy of these 
tiny insects, especinliy ofthe migrating 
locusts, that avy fair day in Summer, 
m.y swoop down out of the sky in num- 
bers that defy resistauce, But the local 
species, those that deposit eggs here 
may often be much reduced by vigilant 
and intelligent co-operation. | 
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Egg depositing and nest. 


When by chance the insects choose a 
place for egg-depositing that can he 
plowed, it is advisable to turn it over 
and bury the eggs deeply. Ik it is in 
grass land where plowing is not desir- 


dan be used, the eggs may be stirred up 
and caused to addle if a sharp harrow is 
empivyed, which at the same time does 
not injtre the grass roots. Again, if 
the spot Selected be rocky or brushy so 
that it canukt be cultivated, it may be 
enclosed by atence, and then stock be 
turned in when the rain has well soaked 
the ground so tha by the treading of 
the animals eggs may be displaced 
and so spoiled. Te, 

From the mass of planb and practices 
that have been published for fighting 
the scourge, the following comes from 
one of the most emineut and practical 
farmers and naturalists in Culifornia, 
Elwood Cooper of Santa Barbara. Hus 
enemy was the atrox or ‘‘utrocions lo- 
cust’’ described, aud which in 1877 in- 
fexted the coast regior from Point Con- 
ception to Santa Barhara: “Oo my 
ranch of 2,000 acres. the bed of egg de- 
posit did not amount. to more than five 
or six acres. I murked these snots care- 
fully so that when the rainy season 
came I conld plow the ground deeply 
and thus destroy the eggs. Next year 
while grasshoppers by the million were 
produced on adjoiting ranches, none 
hatched on my pluce. 

In Sierra Valley several farmers tried 
plowing with satisfaction, aud it was. 
often remarked that ‘wherever “thtegys 
were disturbed, abs by animale walking

Mother 
Nature, alike kind to all and cruel to 
all, advances her grand purposes, main- 
taining alike her myriads of species, 
each warring upon others and gaining 
temporary supremacy, succumbing only 
when iu consequence of changed con- 
ditions, one species after another be- 
comes too weak for its competitors, and 
is extinguished. 
When a graminivorous insect like the 
,Jocust becomes numerous, at once its 


‘enemies—those that fatten upon it— 


become abundant too, and invaiably 
they get the upper hand and re luce the 
: pest to limits; hence a particular plant 
| eucer miy be frightfally destructive one 
‘ year, and be scarcely heard of the next, 
being quietly checked by some unseen 
fue. It isa comfort to know this and 
particularly to be assured that no insect 
has more or flercer enemies than the 
locust. Something over fifty kinds of 
insects that prey upon the locust have 
been described, inclaling wasps as big 
as itself, and little parasite mites no 
larger than pinbeads, but which, by 
their great numbers, speedily suck the 
blood and soon kill their host. 


THE DIGGER WASP. 


One of the most umnusing scenes con- 
nected wtth tne subject of locust ene- 
mies is that of the attack of the Digger 


A Locust enemy (Pompilus; species not 
determined) enlarged. 


Wasp, a species of Pompilus. Having 
seized a locust aid benumbed it by a 
quick thrust with its sting, he proceeds 
to drag it swiftly along the ground, us- 
ing both legs and wings for the task, 
until a clean place is reached. The 
wasp selects a spot free from grass reots 
and commences digging a hule, swiftly 
scratching away the sand, frequently 
raising quite a dust, desisting occasion- 
ally to look after his victim,evidently on 
the watch for body snatchers. When 
the pit is excavated tothe depth of au 
inch or more and of sufficient size to 
contain the locust, the latter is dragged 
to the edge ard tumb ed in, projecting 
legs and other parts cut off, then ail 
packed closely in the bottom. An egg 
is lustly placed in the body of the locust, 
when the earth is again scratched into 
the grave, and before the dust scttles, 
avay hurries the little wasp for another 
locust. 
THE RED, SILKY MITE. 


Chief among the parasitic enemies of 
the locnst is the red, silky mite. Itisa 
wonderful creature, appearing so di- 
verse at different stages of its existence 
as to have received several widely dis- 
tinct names, Its history has at last 
been cleared up and the name estab-

THE LARGE WHITE GRUB. 


Another enemy which has proved 
very destructive in Sierra Valley is the 
larve of un insect whose fall-grown 
form was unknown until this Spring. 
The same larve has excited much in- 
terest in the interior by its effective on- 
slaught upon the eggs of locusts. It 
seeks out a nest of egys, eats the con- 
tents ot the whole nest, 24 to 32 eggs, 
one by one, pushes the shelis aside, 
while his own body, big and fat 
with the feast, fills the whole case, in 
which condition be curls up and enters 
upon his long Winter's nap. This dor- 
mant stage lasts till Spring, during 
which time the grub is about half un 
inch long and one-fifth thick, being 
largest in the middle and taperiny 
slightly towards its head and tail. In 
this State several specimens at diff-rent 
times have been sent to Professor Riley 
at Washington, but he failed to perfect 
them in his vivarium. However, the 
question has been solved this Spring in 
Sierra Valley. Some earth with uu 
ascertained uumber of this larve there- 
in was carefully watched under glass. 
In July a beautifal little velvet-bodied 
fly, a species of Pompilus appeared, 
having a long, black beak, with which 
it sucks nectar from flowers, to which it 
swiftly darts, then hovers above them 
like a humming bird while sipping the 
nectar. To the services of this grub 
are the citizens of the north end of 
Sierra Valley mainly indebted for un- 
touched crops the present season, 
where for three years the locust has 
rioted, but where last Fall its nests were 
soon emptied by this gouarmard. 

The full-grown fly was frequently 
noticed in the fields about Franktown 
and around Reno, in Angnst, and no 
doubt here, as elsewhere over the in- 
terior, this little fly is the avenging 
Nemesis of the locust. 

Now in this brief discussion of the 
locust scourge ‘hreatening Culifornin, I 
do not waut to create needless alarm 
—allying myself thereby with ihe pre- 
dictors of dire calamities next year, ow- 
ing to planetary peribelic n—but only to 
carefully give some unpleasant tuets 
concerning this terrible scourge as at 
present operating in certain sections, 
and to forewarn us to what it may be- 
come, agreeing with Patrick Henry that 
it is better to know the worst aud to 
provide for it.

THE WAY CROP, 


Noi a Bed Year for the Washoe Valley 
Ranchers—High Prices Making up 


North—Speculatieus on the Market. 


The gloomy apprehensions indulged 
in by the farmers on the Truckee 
Meadows this season have nos been 
confirmed hy the harvest. The condi- 
tion of the market has been rather 
favorable fur hay growers this year. 


of the grasshoppers have caused a rise 
in the price of hay to much more than 
the usual figures. While the hay crop 
this year will not be more than one- 
third less than the average, the prices 
realized are from one quarter to one- 
ird higher than usul. It was fear- 
ed, early in the season, that 
there woul:l be no second crop this 
year. The second crop is now coming 
in, and promises tu be at least half as 
large as the average second crop. 

The following are fair quotations of 
the current prices for hay in this mur- 
ket; Loose har, in stack, $10 to 
612 baled clover, and mixed, $13 to 
$16: haled best !imothy, $20. 

While the prices this season range 
high, there is net more than half the 
axunl demand. If the growers can 
sell their hay crop «at the pre-ent 
prices, they will nct have had a bau 
sens. n. But the high prices have less. 
ened the demand, and it is probable 
that prices will come down bhefure 
long. A large portion of the hey crop 
of this valley is told to fatten beet 
cuttle for shipment to California. The 
low rates for hay prevailing last win- 
ter induced the stockmen to send 
thousands of cattle here to feed. Car- 
tie were even sent up from Sacramen- 
to to be fattened here on Washoe val 
ley hay, and afterwards shipped back 
to C.litornia. Hay was very scare in 
the northern valle.s Inst year, and 
that ob iged many cattle men to se 1 
their cattle to Reno ſor feed This 
year the si! uati--n is entirely different. 
Honey Lake,Surprise,Sierra and Long 
valleys have had go = crops of hay. 
Hay is now selling at low tates up 
north, The following are fair quota- 
tions: Surprise va:ley, hey in stack, 
$3 50 to $5;Honey Lake, hay in stack, 
$4 to $5. 

These facts and figures indicate 
that the hay growers of this valley are 
dving very weil, so far, this year. 
They are getting double the prices of 
the farmers up north. The probatili- 
ty is, however. that the prices will 
come down, Stockmen will not send 
their cattle to Reno to fred when hay 
s selling bere at more than $8 per 
ton in stick. It does not pay. While 
there is an abundance of hay in the 
northern valleys, and the prices keep 
down up therr, no cattle will come 
here to feed. Ih- farmer with hay to 
soll would du well to realize at present
